GERMANY AND BRITI8H TRADERS. 

In the Houso of Commons on 4th April, the 
Earl of Jorsey asked the Secrotary of State for 
Foreign Affairs what steps had been takes tocor- 
rect theaction of tho GormunGovernmentsgainst 
British traders in the Mar-hall and Caroline 
groups of islands. He ssid that a Sydney firm 
who had determined to start a trade with these 
islands were informed by the German Consul 
that they would receive exactly the samo troat- 
ment as Germans. When their first ship 
arrived in the Murshall Islands o fee of £225 
was charged for the right of tradiag for four 
weeks, On unother visit to the Marshall 
Islands they were told the feo had been 
jdoutled. These attempts to start trade were 
ratbor. disastrous’ to th» firm, . But tho 
matter was not one merely affecting o particular 
firm; it invelvéd the general question of. tho 
treatment of our trade by Germany. He had 


-}read the clause which secured to us, as we 


thought, in 1886, equal. treatment, and ho had 
shown the way in which our ships had been 
itreated. The right of trade in the Pacitle was 


: {the natural inheritance of our fellow-subjects

in the southern hemisphere, and wa must take 
care no right of theirs was sacrificed to another 
Power or absorbed by another Power. He 
hoped the noble marquis would do all in bin 
power to get sn-carly decision of the matter.

KOREAN COMMUNICATIONS UNDER 
JAPANESE SYSTEM. 


- In view of tho entrustment of oll Korean 
communication machinéry to Japan, the number 
of post and telograph officers wil! bs ineréased 
aud all sorvices are, of course, to be transacted 
aud extended under the Japanese style. There 
have hitherto been about. 30 Korean telegraph 
and 46 post offices besides 70 Japauose post 
and 25 telegraph offices. In the event of he 
o 

commnnication in Korea will present an entirely 
new face. 

Tha transfer of all the Korean post-offices, 
telegraphs and telephones to Japanese con- 
trol and administration ought to rejoice 
the Korean . authorities from a financial 
point of view. For eo defective has bean their 
management, of a business which in nearly all 
other countries proves a sonrea of revenne, that 
they have hitherto had to suffer a loss of 301,000 
yon annaatly ou account of tha postal and 
tolegraphis services. Thoy have somo reason 
to be gratified, therefore, that this exp:nsive 
enterprisa is to bo tsken off their hands. ‘tho 
Japaneso will probably succsud in converting 
the deficit into a profit. -Yokohama (Japanese)

Although there seems-to_bo.n-feeling. that the: 


Dalai Lama of Tibet who rin away fromthe 
British Expedition lost year has been deposed 
and the Panshen Lama of Tashilumbo appointed 
to take his place, a Peking correspondent, writ- 
ing on the subj-ct of the evident reluctance of 
the Dalai Lama to loave Urga for Lhassa, states 
that he bas not’ begn formally depoged by the 
Imperial Goverziment and thot he is being sent 
v ck to Lhossa to reanme his post of Chief 
Buddhist Poptiff there. The correspondent 
furthor states that, in spite of his solemn 
promise to the Imporia! Resident of Urga, 
Mongolin, aud the Assistent Tibeton Resident 
at Hsining, Kan, to start from Urge for Lbpssa 
ona certain date, the Dalai Loma atill lingers 
in Mongolia ond refuses “to budge.” ‘Chis 
made the two Manchu officinls oxceodingly 
wroth, with the result that they recently 
presented a joint memorial to the. Throne 

_ complaining of the dilatory movements of tho 
Dalui Lama and his broken promise, and 
recommending that he bo formally deposed from 
the Pontifieate as a punishment for his 
remissnesi—a step doubtlessly eagerly desired 
by this Tibetan who does not seem to be desirous 
of returning to Lhassa, which may mean going 
back.to his desth, {Ube recommendation to 
depose the Dalai Lama has, however, been 
promptly refused by an Imperial Rescript which 
alao commanilad the memorialist to send the

HOW BRITAIN: SPENDS MONEY. 


Cee ee 


Cassell’y Mogazine, edited by Max Pemberton, 
gives tho following interesting urticle by Mr. 
Arnold White:~—John Bull spends on the 
government of the United Kingdom obout 
£177,000,000 per annum. This is finely called 
Imperial expenditure, although it is not spént 
upon the Empire. India payu hor own expenses, 
snd the Colonies theirs’! Thelocal expenditure 
of the Borough ond District Council, tho 
Asylum Roards, and what are known us eduoa- 
tional and other rating authorities may be dealt 
with on apother occasion There iss good deal 
of spending in £177,000,000 a yaar, and the Stare 
ia consequently tha Jargext- employer of lubour. 
and also the best eustumer in the United 
Kingdom. : 

Thera are -threa ‘points that strike the 
sauntorer in the jungle of natienal expenditure. 
The firat is the contrast. presented betweon the 
extraordinary skill of the complox system devised 
to provent the expenditure of a penny by an 
unauthorised person nnd the ‘clumsiness with 
which millions are syuandered on objects which 
turn eut fo bo of no possible use to the nation, 
oven on the snthority 
sanction the expenditure, nae 

‘The second point that strikes tho cheerfal 
but listless inquirer is the fact thot this 
vast buyor, the State, has no buying deport- 
ment,.and that the gentlemen who conduct 
John Bulls marketing aro not only untrained 
for the purpose, but that the buyors of d. flerent 
dopartments ovcusionally bit against one 
another. : 

A third feature that attracts attention is the 
strango system that governs tho 2-muneration 
of John Bull's sorvacts, Sir John Fisher at 
tho Admiralty, whose salary is £1,5) o year, 
with his admiral’a pay and s house, recently 
paved the conntry o wnm of 23,050,000 a year 
by recommending the abolition of 130 ships 
which, in the worda of the Primo Minister, 
whoxs Government had maintained all and built 


aduilrals and to discredit the British flung.” It 
would be us-loss to com, are the silary of.a mere 
First Sea Lord with the honorarium necessary 
to svonte tho servic-s of n competent Attorney- 
General. Comparison, however, is. at least 
pormixsible between the officer in the War 
Department who fills u similar function to 
that of First Sea Lord at the Admirulty, 
Lientonaat-Geueral tha Honourable Sir N. G. 
Lyttelton is the first military member of the 
Army Conneil, and receives £2,500 a year 
against Sir John Fisher's £1,500 ood a house. 
An anomaly exists, snd ons would think that 
whan known to. the public-it would cease to 
exiet. : : 

The illustration of the adage that the race 
is not always to the swift nor the ba tle to the 
strong, ig coniirmed ty the custom which 
prevails in the Foreign Office of requiring 
ordioary business letters to be copied by 
aristocrats. ‘ihe thoory upon which the 
Forsign Office is worked is that Forsi 
‘Office business: ia secret, and that only aris- 
tocrats can by relied on to maintain secrecy. 
The junior clerks (first class) of tho Foreign 
Office aro paid £200 to £600 a year, and of tho 
second clasy £100 to £200. Many of theso 
gentlomen are engaged in light duties which 
would be better done by bank clerks, and the 
samo remark applies to the work of the Bmbasvies 
and Legations abroad. Although the Foreign 
Office works upon the principle that its business 
in secret, and that secrecy is a commodity sap- 
plied only ty the upper classes, it ix too sonsible 
to uot upon its own theory. Nino-tenths of the 
business of the Foreign Office is not sooret. 
One-tonth is highly contidentia!. The one-tenth 
which is highly confidential passes through the 
handa of. fpnenziice girls who draw the modest 
wages of their kind, and the whole ‘of the 
Cabinet documents and confidential dispatches 
to Ambassadors bre printed in the baxvment by 
honest printers who have nover be-n known to 
divulge o secret entrusied to them. _ 

Thot the amount of printing is considerable 
| may be judged of by the fact that every British 
Ambassador in Europe obtains by messenger a 
copy of every dispatch of importance sent to | 
evory other British Ambassador, . 0 edmin- 
istrative. aystem based on the theory of 
aristocracy and expense, but worked by recourse 
to democracy and frugalily, is .one that 
illustrates our English foible for spending 
money in the wrong place rather than nat 
spond it at all. To sustain the official theory 
it is obvious thut the Foreign Office typewriter 
girls should be presented at Court, and that the 
printors in the Taeement should be public school 
men with their names in Debrott and. members 
of at least ono good club before thoy are allowod 
to handle the composing stick and the damper 
in the Foreign Office collars. 

The ubsence of a thinking department at the 
Foreign Office somotimes ‘leads to. strange 
results, When the Admiralty teok posaes- 
sion of the Bay of Wei-hai-wei it suddenly 
occurred to our rulers that they had uot sot 
Wei-hai-wei itself. Tha Foreign Office, how- 
-ever, brought to. bear its. great influence, and 
the town was acquired for £14,897 171. 4d. 
strict ensh on delivery. After. the town nnd 
the bay were aequired, and some of the buildings 
erected. tho Treasury, the Foreign Office, or 
the, Admiralty, ox all’ three, changed their 
minds, and neither the town nor the bay were 
considered necessary for the safety of our 
intorosts in the Far East. 

The course of business in the Foreign Office 
is that o letter is takon out of its euvelops by 
a clork on £200 @ year, is passed on to be 
docketed by a olork on £8U0, handed to a clerk 
on £100 to make a précis of it, and then passed 
on to hare a minute made on it by s clerk on 
£800; and thus, with a mossy wth of 
irrolovant detail, it finally arrives at the tablo of 
the man who receives £1,200. Tlien it descends 
down the same line until it reaches the hands of 
the man who copies it and who delivers it to the 
girl who types it, and who is not sollom tho 
most useful, os well as the most comely, link of 
the whole chain. 

thortly ofter Queen Victoria’s death tho 
Kansas Legislature sent o mossage of condo- 
lence to King Edward, In o cablogram tho 
King expressed thanks for the loyalty gnd sym- 
pathy ot the people of Kansas. Tho word 
“loyalty " ronsed such resentmont smong the 
legislatore that the measage of condoleaco was 
ordered to be expunged from the State records. 
Onr Foreign Office clerks thought thet Kansas 
wus 8 British Colony—an ertor that the type-

The State pays its servants by means of three 
currencies. The private employer can only pay 
inone.

-secondly, in the security_of-the. tenure of. his 
office; and thirdly, in the title or distinction he’ 
may expect to receive in the ovent of his zeal 
or bis length of service rendering him eligible 
for distinction. Of all the servants of the 
public the most fortunate is the Attorney- 
General, because he gots all

three. He receives 
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tho largest sulary, £19,921 74, 94 , he is knighted, 
and he has a prescriptive right to permanent 
employment in high jadicial office. The least 
fortunate servants 6f the public sre the rozerviat 
soldiors,. who givo up thelr employment at the 
beginning of a war, and, in the event of their 
survival, return home to find themselves in the 
ranks of the unemployed. It is hoped that 
after tho next big war-our soldiers will no

The danger o'er, onr honour rightad, 
Our God's forgot, our soldiers alighted.” 
This, however, is o melancholy subject. Wo 
will poxs on to something more amusing. Our 
great Admiral Nelson won his famona battles 
on ships built of ‘British oxk. When he can- 
tured the French and spanish ships hia seamen 
axcended their - bluff sides by means of 
boarding pikes driven into the enemy's hall. 
When wood was replaced by fron in the 
construction of warships, and still more when 
iron was repluced by ates!, whathor Harveyised 
or.of the Krupp varioty, n female suburban 
hougekceper ‘on £20 8 year, with no’ know. 
ledge of naval affairs, if responsible, would 
have discuntinued the manufactnye or purchase 
of boarding pikes for tha British Navy. No 
auch economy occurred to the Admiralty: 
Boarding pikes were issued even in the present 
contury~to the battleships of the British Navy 
until attention wus drawn to the fuct by a mere 
uomepsper seribe, who was virulently attnoked 
fur peddling with what-he did not uaderstand. 
The issue ‘of b-arding pikes was defended by 
tho old school of admirals on the ground thaty! 
th y reminded us of the good old days, and in 
auyevent could be used ay fenders to the paint 
work while in process of drying. It did nat. 
occur to any official at the Admirulty until the 
aftervoon of October 21st, 1904, that all money 
spoat on the Fleet wtich does not conduce to 
fighting officiency, whether on a button, an 
.dmiral, or oven 4 gun, is money thrown away. 


What.is tho reason for buying things that |‘ 


are not wanted ; for buildiag ships that cannot 
fight or ran away when flight is essential ; and 
for pulling down naval barns to build biggor in 
order tv hold an ever-increasing stores of articles 
that were obsolete years. before they wero 
ordered! . A friend of mine iu a high. official 
position told me that he once visited a certsin 
dockyard aud noticed a- min standing doing 
nothing where on many previous occasions he 
had remarked the sawe individual, 

“ Who are you, my man?" he gaid. 

“Tam Mr. ——'s (naming on official at tho 
dockyard) boatman, sir.” 

“th, has Mr. —— a dbontk” 

“No, sir ; he hasn't had one for: two years,” 

” And what have you doxe during tuova two 
yesrs?” 

-“ Nothing, sir.” 

The story of tho dockyards ‘would not bo 
complete without recalling the peculiar mothods 
of supply which prevailed until recently. Not 
very long since the accumulation of an article, 
sovoral hundred dozen of which were supplied 
on, thy sume principle asthe boarding pikes 
wore issued, was 80 great that ono of the build- 
ings in which they were stored requ.red enlargu- 
ment. Theso orticles had nut been used, for 
decades, but they continued to bo supplied, until 
some official of unusual emartoess discovered 
that the parchase of expensive articles which 
could ‘not be used, and wore costly to store, 
might be safely discontinued. As the articles 
were upsaleable they were burnt and the brass 
and iron used in their constraction sold st 
acrup prices. ‘ . 

The’ results of offivialiam are sometimes 
amusing end rometimes tragical, For a con- 
sidernble period’ of time the stuff of the Second 
Army Corps on Balisbury Plain consisted of 
the distinguished general, two good-looking 
atdes-de-cainp, oud a Indy trpe-writer.’ The 
cost of this ivatitution I have been uvable to 
ascertain, out as the Army Corps system was 
abolished shortly after it was created, it is well 
to recall it as an example of the way in which 
the money i# spent. : 

‘When the pnpers regarding any matter reach 
the War Office in London they are taken to a 
loug passage. Round this passage sre many 
rooms, with one room at the top. ‘The series of 
rooms thus resembles a syphon, War Office 
papers, if received by A and requiring tho 
attention of Z, are not sont direct from A to Z, 
but are sent all round the syphon,. Tho rosult 
of the spirit engendored ty these practices may 
be judged of the following examp 
’ A few years ago there was a fire in one of the 
military buildings at Dover Castle. The War 
Office regulations are strict on the subject 
of fires, ond they provide rules as to the 
mauner in which a fire shall ‘bo treated. 
Tho Commanding Officer, addressing his 
superiors at headquarters, gravely’ ‘reported | 
in an official dispatch that the commissarict | 
store had boon burned down strictly decordiny 
to vegulations. The point of the. story. is| 
thet had the regulations been set aside: 
the commissariat store might’ have beon 
saved ! a! ; : 

During the Boor War a csrgo of hsy bought 
by the War Office, and passed as sound, was sent 
out to Port Elizabeth, Some of the hay was 
eaton by the officers’ chargers ou board. On 
srrival at Port Elizabeth the whole cargo was 
condemned in spite of angry. protests, and 
the master of the ship was ordered to take 
the vessel twenty milea out to sea ond 
throw the hay overboard. This was done. 
A southorly gale sprang up, snd the bulk 
of the hay was washed up in Algos Bay. 
‘The bales were collected by an enterprising 
contractor, and the hay was purchased 
by the War Office st three times its origival 
price, and was greedily eaten by the horses and 
twulos of the Army. ay, 

Thore is no better instance of the way in 
which-the.money goes under War Office sdmin- 
istration than the motheds adopted for’ the: 

archase of iand. Whon s portion of Salisbury’ 

Jain was required by the WarOfBee the extreme: 
poverty of the soil, the want of access to 
market, sod facilities for transport rendered 
the.valnes of the farms comparatively low. A 
property liberally estimated at a value of £0,0H? 
was purchased by the Treasury for the sum of. 
£03.411. 

War Office extravagance on Salisbury Plain 
was not ended with the- purchase of- tho land. 
It is a War Office rule that for married qour- 
ters the soil nuder them is to be clearad out for 
three or four feat below the surface and the 
space filled up with concrete. Salisbury Plain 
ig s great rock of clialk, which is as good s 
foundation for dwolling hones as concrate. 
The married quarters on Salisbury Plain have 
been built by the War Office ato cost of £600 
each, An ordinary builder and architect could 
Lave put up the same dwellings for £250 apiece.
